HARRISBBURG (UPI) — The 
adm inistration of Gov. William 
W. Scranton has begun a drive 
to 
com bat 
alcoholism 
am ong 
86.000 state employes — a drive 
the governor said is the first of 
its type in the nation. 
Scranton reported F riday that 
the program, approved recently 
by the state Executive Board. 
is divided into three stages. 
In the first stage, the alco­ 
holic is identified by his superi­ 
or and told to take steps to cor­ 
r e c t his problem. 
Second, the employe and his 
superiors m ust determ ine the 
severity of the problem after 
consultations 
with 
appropriate 
medical personnel. The w orker 
is to be given sick leave and 
leaves of absence without pay 
if he must take time off for re­ 
habilitation. 
Third, the alcoholic m ay be 
penalized with suspensions of up 
to five days for refusing to fol­ 
low through. Finally, he may

third suspension, but is given 
the right to reapply if he later 
corrects the problem.
